Gem:The money was squeezed out of the Dept. 
of the Environment.After mich red tape and 
frustrating periods of waiting,we managed 
to get a grant totalling £96,000 to buy the 
building and do it up. 

It took us a whole year to find somewhere 
suitable and twice as long to transform it 
into a club.Most of the work was done 
voluntarily by club members. 

WHY IS IT A MEMBERS CLUB ? 

Dave:For two reasons.Firstly,we would never 
have got a license if we weren't, because

‘One question that often seems to crop up in 
“gines and lots of other places is this: "Has 
Punk actually acheived anything in its many 
years of existance,and if so,what ?". 

Well of course it has acheived something, 
it's acheived a fuck of a lot.I mean,how 
many punk records can you think of? Thats 
right,theres been lots of records released, 
and I mean one hell of of a lot of records,at 
least a hundred I'd say,probably more, and 
some of these are even collectors items. and 
theres new ones coming out all the time. 
Well, theres some records that are a bit 
punk but not quite,so it's a bit difficult 
to decide whether to count these or not,but 
one thing is for certain.Theres been a lot 
of punk records released. 

Another thing that has been acheived is 
this:Bands can now play much faster than 
ever before.This might seem quite insignif— 
icant on first thought,but it is of monun- 
ental importance as I will explain later.We 
‘are now at the point where bands can play 
(and sing) incredibly fast,one advantage of 
this is that the "all important" message 
can be put across in a fraction of the time 
“it used to,(though as you will see,it is in 
fact the music which is most important) 
there have now even been many classic “one 
second songs",taking things nearly to the 
ultimate point of no return.

World records.This “inteview" is the result 
of various letters and talking to Johnny 
the guitarist over quite a long time.A 
while ago Johnny wanted to try and get 
people more into getting their records, 
tapes etc more independantly distributed, 
rather than through people like the Cartel, 
who,lets face it,are now no different ~ :

had little trouble but it does still exist 
but by far in the minority of cases.As for
